After the exſample wherof 
IJ haue thought it good to make ſome bytefe repetition of the 
perticuler eſtate ofmany other foxraine Aoyages and trades 
alreadie frequented and knowne vnto vs, wherby you mate 
be the better able to conceiue and iudge what certaine likeli⸗ 
hood of good there is to be expected in the Aopage, whiche is 
pꝛeſently recomended vnto your knowledge and reſolution. 
And firſt to laie daune that of Moſcouia, whoſe beginnyng 
is yet in the remembꝛance of many. It is well knowne chat 
what by the charges ok the firlt diſcouerte , and by the greate 
riftes beſtowed onthe Emperoz and his Nobilitie , together 
with the leaud dealing of ſome their ſeruauntes, who thought 
themſelues lake enough from oꝛderly puniſhment. It coſt the 
Tompanie aboue fower ſkoze thoulande poundes, beloze it 
could be bꝛought to any pꝛolitable reckoning, And now that 
after ſo long a pacience, and ſo greate a burthen ok expences. 
the ſame beganne to frame to ſome good courſe and commo⸗ 
dity: It faleth to very tickliſh tearmes, and to as flender like⸗ 
lthoov ol any further goodneſle as any other trade that may 
be named. Foz firſt the eſtate of thole Countreis and the Em⸗ 
perours dealinges, are thinges moze fickle then are by euery 
bodie vnderſtoode. Next, the Dutchmen are there fo crept in. 
as thei daiely augment their trade thether, which maie well 
confirme that vncertentie of the Emperours diſpoſition to 
keepe pꝛomiſe with our Nation. Thirdly, the qualitie of the 
voyage, ſuche as it may not bee perfozmed but once the pere. 
Fourthly, the charges ok all Ambaſladours betweene that 


Hꝛince her Maieſtie, are alwaies bone by the Marchants 
ſtocke. 
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ffocke , Andlaftly,th* daunger ofthe Kyng ef Denmarke, 


who belides that pꝛelently he is like to enforce a tribute on 
vs, hath likewiſe an aduauntage vpon our Shippes in their 
voyage, either homewardes oz outwaides whenſocucrhe its 
ſteth to take the oppoztunitie. 

The bad dealynges of the Eſterlynges are ſufficiently 
knowne tobe ſuche towardes our Maͤrchaunts of chat trade, 
as thei doe not onely offer them many iniuries oucrlong to 
be witten, but doe ſeeke all the meanes thei can, to depziue 
them wholp of their occuptyng that waie: and to the ſame 
purpoſe haue of late, cleane debarred them their accuſtomey 
and auncient pꝛiuileges in all their greate Townes. 

The traffiques into Turkie, beſides that by ſome it is 
thought a har de poinct to haue ſo muche familiarity with the 
pꝛofeſſed and obſtinate Enemie of Chꝛiſt: It is likewiſe a 
voyage whiche can not bee made but at the deuotion, and as 
it were in the daunger ol many States, who fo} ſondꝛie res 
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Ind the pꝛeſentes to be giuen awaie in Turkie this pere coſt 
licle lefſe then two thouſande poundes. 

As fot the trades into all the partes of Italie, it mate caſes 
ly be conſidered by euery one of iudgement, that the ſame ſtã⸗ 
deth in the like termes touching the paſſages as that of Tur⸗ 
kie, and that many tymes our Shippes beeyng taken in the 
waie by the Galleis of Barbar), our pooze Mariners after the 
loſſe of their goodes and trauaile, are ſett at ſuche exceſſiue 
Naũſomes befoꝛe thei can be freed of their flauerie:as fo? the 
molt parte thet are no way able to diſcharge:as foꝛ Example 
at this inſtaunt there are ſome pꝛiſoners pooze oꝛdinary Ma⸗ 
riners, fo2 whole releaſing there muſt be paied two hundꝛed 
Duckets the man fm ſome thzee handed. yea, fower oz fiue 

hüdzed Ducke khe man fo2 ſome of the, And how enuioully 
theĩ doe already oppoſe them lelues againſt our frequenting 
into their partes, mate appeare by the late cuſtomes which 
thei haue impoſed aſwell vppon our Eng lich Marchaundize 
whiche wee bzyng them, ag _ vpon luche their Marchaun⸗ 

[Il dize 


ſpectes are apt to quarrell with vs vppon ſudden occaſions. 
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dize whiche we fetche from them, 

The trade into Barbury groweth likewiſe to woꝛle tears 
mes then befoze tymes:and when it was at the beſt our Mar · 
chauntes haue beene in daunger ok all their goodes thei had 
thzre,whenſozuer it happened the Kyng to die. Fo? vntill a 
new were choſẽ, the liberty of al diſcopdered perſons is ſuch, 
as thei ſp nile x w:dx who thei liſt without any redꝛeſſe at al. 

Touchyng Spaine and Paztugall, with whom wee haue 
very greate trade, and muche the greater, by meanes oftheix 
ventyng a good parte ok our wires into their Jndlies, as alſo 
ok the pꝛouiſion thei haue from the ſame, wher with are made 
manpe of our returnes from them againe. It falleth out that 
twile the pere ozdinarily we lende our Flates into thoſe pare 
tes: So that whenlocuer the Rynx of Spaine liſteth to take 
the oppoꝛztunity, he mate at theſe ſeaſons depꝛiue vs not only 
ok a greate nomber ot our verb good Shippes, but alſo of our 
honeſteſt, and ableſt ſozt of Marriners that are to be found in 
our whole Realme againe:which is a matter ot no lmall con⸗ 
ſequence: oz it is to bee noted, chat when he ſhall take a quar⸗ 
rell in hande, though it be but his owne perticulerly, yet hath 
hethe meanes to put in hazarde aſwell thoſe our Shippes 
which are in his owne Countreis of Spaine and Poztugall, 
as alſo all others whiche ſhall be bounde to any the partes of 
all Italie oz of Turkte either. And further wholoeuer he bee 
that is but ſo meanly affected in Religion, as ot neceſſitie be⸗ 
commeth euery oꝛdinarie man and good Chꝛiſtian to be, can 
not but be agreeued in his harte to conſider, that his childzeo 
and ſeruaunts whom he deſireth to haue well bought vp, are 
in thele trades of Spaine and Poztugalland all Italie, fot- 
ced to deny their o wne pꝛokeſlion, and made to acquaint them 
ſelues with that which the Parentes and Paiſters doe vtter- 
ly denie and refuſe, vea which many of them doe in their own 
hartes abhoꝛre as a deteſtable and moſt wicked doctrine. 

But who ſhall looke into the quality ofthis voyage, beyng 
directed tothe latitude of 40. degrees, oꝛ there aboutes of that 
hithermoſt part of America, ſhal finde it hath as many poinc⸗ 


res 
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tes of good moment belonging vnto it, as may almoſt be wi⸗ 
ſhed foꝛ. As firlt it is to be vnderſtoode, that it is not any long eiae 0 
courle,fo2 it may be perfozmed to and from fower monethes, 7 © 4 / 
alter the firlt diſconery thereof:Decondly,that one wind ſuf- 72* 2 2 
fiſeth to make the paſſage; wheras moſt of your other voya⸗ 
ges oflike length, are ſubiect to thꝛee oz fower winds. Third: F4 FE 
lie, that it is to be perfo2med at all tymes ofthe yere , Fo- at al - 
werthly, that the paſſage is vpon the highlea,wherby pou are * ee ' 
not bound tothe knowledge of daungers,on any other coaſt // 
moe then of that Countrey,and ok ours here at home. Fift- 
lie, chat thoſe partes of Englande and Jrelande, whiche lye 
apteſt fo) the pꝛoceedyng outward, oꝛ bomeward vpon this 
voyage, are verie well ſtozed of goodlie Harbourghes. Sixt- 
lv, that it is to be accompted ok no daunger at al, as touching 
the power ol any fozatneÞNince o2 State, when it is compa⸗ 
red with any the beſt of all the other voyages bekone recited. 

And to the godlie mynded, it hath this comfoztable com⸗ 
moditie, that in this trade, their Factours, bee thei their ſere 
uauntes oꝛ childꝛen, ſhall haue no inſtruction oz confeſſtons 
of Adolatrous Religion enkoꝛced vpon them, but contrarily 
ſhall bee at their free libertie ok conſcience, and ſhall linde the 
ſame Religion exerciſed, whiche is molt agreable vnto their 
parentes and Maiſters 

As fo2 the Merchandizyng, whiche is the matter eſpect- 
ally looked fog, albeit that fo2 the pꝛeſent, we are not certain⸗ 
ly able to pꝛomiſe any ſuche like quantitie, as is now at the 
belt tymeof the Moſcouian trade bought from thence: So 
likewiſe is there not dem aunded any ſuche pzopoztion of dat- 
lv expences,as was at the firſf,and as yet is conſumed in that 
of Moſcouia and other, But when this of America ſhall haue 
been haunted ang pꝛactized, thirtie peres to an ende, as the os 
ther hath been, I doitate not by Gods grace, that foꝛ the tenne 
Shippes, that are now commonly employed once the pere 
into Moſcouia, there ſhall in this vopage twiſe tenne be ime 
ploped well, twiſe the pere at the leaſt. And ik foꝛ the pꝛeſent 
tyme, there dooe fall out 1 els to bee founde, then the 
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bare Fichyng, yet doubte I not alter the firſt peres plancing, 
but by that matter only to ſerue half a dozen of pour beſt fozt 
of ſhippes, although my ſupplie of people doe not foliowe me 
ſo ſubſtancially,as in all reaſon mate be well looked fo), 

But when it is al ked what mate bee hoped from thence af: 
ter ſome peres it is firſt to bee conſidered, chat this ſituation 
in 40. degrees, ſhalbe verie apte to gather the commodittes, 
either of thoſe partes whiche ſtande to the Southward of it, 
as alſo ofthoſc whiche are to the Nozthward , 

In the Noztherlte maie be expected, not onely an eſpectall 
good fiſhing foz Salmon, Codde, and TUhales, but alſo any 
other ſuche cõmodities, as the Eaſterne Countreis doe peeld 
vs now:as Pitche, Tarre, Hempe, and therok Cozdage, Ma⸗ 
ſtes, Loſſhe hides, riche Furres, and other ſuche like, without 
beyng in any ſoꝛt beholdyng to a Kyng ok Denmarke, oz os 
ther Pꝛince o2 State, that ſhalbe in ſuch ſoꝛt able to cõmaund 


our ſhippes at their plealure, as thoſe dooe at this date, by 


meanes of their ſtraight. paſlages, and ſtrong Shippyng. 
As foꝛ thoſe partes which lye Meſt, and to the Southwar⸗ 
des, it maie well be hoped thei will yeeld wines with a ſmall 
helpe, ſince the grapes dde grow there ofthemſelues already 
very faire, and in great abundance, Oliues beyng once plan⸗ 
ted, will peeldthe like Oile as Spain and Italy. The Coun⸗ 


trep people beyng made to know, that koꝛ Maxe and Honje, 


we will giue them ſuche triflyng thynges, as thei deſire of 
vs, and ſhewyng them once the meanes, how to pꝛouide the 
ſame, the labour thereofbepng ſo light, no doubt but in ſhazt 
tyme thei will earneſtly care to haue the ſame in good quan⸗ 
titie fo2 vs. Beſides what greate likelihoode there is of good 
meanes to make Salt, which may ſerue fot y fiſhing of thoſe 
partes, maie well enough appeare vnto them, who can iudge 
the quality of ſuch places, as are required to make yp ſame in. 

Thus muche foꝛ the beginnyng, becauſe thei may be had 
with an caſte kinde of trauaill. But when it maie haue plea⸗ 
led God, to eſtabliſhe our people there any ſuche tyme, as thei 
mate haue planted amongeſte them, in ſondzte partes ok the 


Countrep, 
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Countrey,and that by gentle and familiar entreatyng them, 
thei bee made to ſee, what is better foz them, then thei doe as 
pet vnderſtande ok, and that in ſo many ſoztes of occaſious, as 
wereinfinite to be ſet doune. It is to be aſſuredly hoped, chat 
thei will daiely by little & little, foꝛſake their barbarous, and 
ſauage liuyng. and grow to ſuche oꝛder and ciuilitie with vs, 
as there maie be wel expected krom thence no leſſe quantitie, 
and diuerſity of Marchandize, then is now had out of Outch⸗ 
lande, Italie, Fraunce, 02 Spaigne. And as the bozderyng 
neighbours.are commonly the apteſt to fall out with vs, ſo 
th:ſe partes, beyng ſomewhat further remote, are the liker to 
ta ae, oꝛ giue leſſe occaſion ot diſquiet. But when it is conlide- 
red, that thei are our owne kindzed, and eſteemed our owne 
Countrey Mation whiche haue the gouernement: meanyng 
by thoſe who ſhalbe there planted, who cã looke fo} any other 
then the dealyngof moſt louing, and moſte aſſured freendes, 
There are further to be conſidered, theſe twoo pointes of 
good impoztaunce,concernyng the matter oktrade. The one 
is, that by the good pꝛoſperyng of this action, there muſte of 
neceſſitie fall out, a verie liberall vtteraunce of our Engliſhe 
Clothes, into a maine Countrep, delcribed to be bigger then 
all Curope, the larger parte whereof bendyng to the Nonth⸗ 
ward, hall haue wonderfull greate vſe of our ſaied Engliſhe 
Clothes, after tchei ſhall ouce come to knowe the commoditie 
therof, The like will be alſo of many other thinges, ouerma⸗ 
ny to be reconed, which are made here by our Artificers #laz 
bouryng people, and ok neceſſity muſt be pꝛouided fro hence. 
The other is, ik there bee any poſſible meanes, to finde a 
Sea pallage, oꝛ other freſhe water courſe, whiche mate ſerue 
in ſome reaſonable and conuenient ſozte, to tranſpozte our 
Marchandize into the Eaft Iadian Sta, thꝛough any of theſe 
Moꝛtherly partes ol America, it ſhalbe ſoneſt and moſte al⸗ 
ſuredly perfoꝛmed by theſe who hall inhabite, and firſt grow 

into familtaritie with the Inlande people. 
What Minerall matter mate fall out to be founde, is a 
thing leaſt in. ſuſpence, vntil ſome better n 
| there 
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there be many menne, who hauing long ſince,expected ſome 
pꝛoſttes here, vpon the great pꝛomiles that haue been made 
them, and beyng as pet in no poincte latiſfied, doe therevpon 
conceiue, that thei bee but wooꝛdes pourpoleiy caſte out, fo? 
9 inducyng ok menne to bee the moze willyng to furniche 


their money, towardes the charge ofthe firſt diſcouerie. 

But now to aunſwere ſome others, who beginne with an 
other obiection, laiyng: That it is not fo the Warchauntes 
purſe,to continue the charges ok tranſpoꝛtyng and plantyng: 
and that ſince theſe hundzev menne,whiche are now to bee 
planted, will coſte fo wer thoulande pounde , it is then to bee 
thought, that the charge ofa farre greater nomber, will be al⸗ 
ſo a farre greater ſome ok money. Wherevnto J anuſwere, 
that in all atemptes vnknowne , eſpecially ſuche a one as is 
this, wherewith wee are pꝛeſently in hande, the firſt charges 
are commonly aduentured in mote deſperate kind, then thoſe 
that folowe vppon ſome better knowledge: and there with it 
falleth out, that whereas one aduentureth in the firſte enter⸗ 
pꝛiſe, an hundꝛed koꝛ that one will ol them ſelues bee willyng, 
and deſirous to aduenture in the next, it there be neuer ſo lit⸗ 
tle moze apparaunce, that the entended matter is by ſome 
knowledge of our owne found true in ſome poinctesofour 
firſte pꝛeſumption. The examples are many, and mate eaſily 
bee remembꝛed by thoſe who bee Barchances , euen in their 
o2dinarie and daiely trades , as well as in extraozdinarte at⸗ 
temptes, whiche of late percs haue fallen into thoſe tearmes 
of ſome likelihoode, as is aboue ſaied. So then no doubt, but 
when certaine repoꝛtes ſhalbe bꝛought by them, who directly 
come from thence:that ſuch a Coũtrey and people,thethane 
themſelues ſeen,as is by vs ſpokf of, but that then there will 
come fozwarde a greater nomber ok thoſe, who now neither 
haue hard any thing ok the matter. as alſo of others, who pꝛe⸗ 
ſently make ſuche kriuolous ſcruple, as will not otherwiſe be 
ſatiltied, then by the repozte of ſaincte Thomas. J ſpeak not 
this by the Marchauntes, whom fo2 their freevomes ok trade, 
J would not haue pꝛeſled to any further charge, then thisfirit 


pꝛeparation 
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pꝛeparacion, but rather by ſuche as haue great att crion , to 
hazarde the chaungyng of their eſtates, and would be well 
content to goe in the Aoyage, if thei might onely bee aſſured 
that there is ſuche a Countrey, and that their money ſhould 
not be waſted to nothyng in the preparations, The right era⸗ 
mination of this poincte, muſt bee the contrary lequell of the 
common Pozuerbe, Not hyng venture, not hyng haue, ſo on the 
other ſide by venturyng, many greate good pꝛoffites are foũd 
out, to the wonderful benefite ofthe common weale, and to 
thole eſpecially in pꝛiuate, who take on the hazarde oftheir 
lite and trauaill, oꝛ ſubſtance in the ſirſt attemptes, and there- 
foꝛe I would wiſhe that thei who (God bee thanked) are well 
able to ſpare that, whiche is required ok eche one towardes 
the vndertakyng ofthis aduenture, bee well content and wil⸗ 
lyng to employe the lame, ſince the ſequell in good and ſub: 
ſcanciall reaſon dooeth promiſe, not onely a greate commodi- 
tie in perticuler to the Marchaunte, who ſhall here at home 
exercile the trade of Marchaundize: But alſo ta an infinite 
nomber of other, who pꝛeſently liue in pooze eſtate, and maie 
by takyng the oppoꝛtunitie of this diſcouerie, alter the ſame 
to a farre better degree. MAherekoꝛe to make ſome concluſion 
vpon this poincte ol the Marchauntes mil doubt, who ſuſpec⸗ 
tech leaſt this lirſt dil burcement, without returne ok pꝛelent 
gaine, ſhould not bee all his charge, but that after wardes he 
might yet further bee 2ged to continue the like againe, as 
bath happened in the diſcouerie ofthe Moſcouian trade , It 
mate ſuffice to conſider,that this is not an action, whiche con- 
cerneth onely the Marchaũtes perticulerly, but a grea, veale 
moꝛe the generall ſoꝛte of people thzoughout all Englande: 
Andthat when luche relation ſhalbe returned, as that it maie 
bee founde a matter woꝛthie the folowyng, the whole gene- 
ralitie will notrefuſe co contribute towards the furtherance 
thereol, rather then it ſhould ſincke, koꝛ wante of any realona⸗ 
ble fupplie. But as it is a very little tyme, ſince I haue been 
thꝛaughlie reſolued,to trie my foztune in the matter, ſo is it 
mote then tyme, the pꝛeparation were in hande alreavy, and 
. B.i. therefoze 
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therefoze no fit tyme now, to make any nomber ok ignoꝛaunt 
men to vnderſtande with reaſon, the circumſtance that belon- 
geth to a matter of ſo greate conſideration and impoꝛtance. 
To thoſe who haue any fozwarde myndes in wel doyng, to 
the generalitie of mankinde, J ſate this muche moze , that 


Chuiſtian charitie doeth as greatly perſwade the furtherance 


ofthis action, as any other that mate bee laied befoꝛe vs, in as 
muche as thereby, wee ſhall not onely dooe a moſte excellent 
woꝛke, in reſpect of redutyng the ſauage people, to Chziſtia⸗ 
nitie and ciuilitie, but alſo in reſpect ot our pooꝛe ſoꝛte of peo⸗ 
ple, whiche are verie many amongſt vs, liuyng altogether 
vnpꝛofttable, and often tymes to the great diſquiet of the bet⸗ 
ter ſoꝛte. Foz who knoweth not, how by the long peace, haps 
pie health, and bleſſed plentifulnelle, wherewith GDD hath 
endewed this Realme, that the people is ſo mightely encrea⸗ 
ſed, as a great nomber beyng bꝛought vp, duryng their pouth 
in their parentes houſes, without any inſtruction how to gett 
their liuinges, after their parents deceale, are dziuen toſome 
neceſſitte, whereby verie often, foꝛ want of better education 
thei fall into ſondzie diloꝛders, and ſo the good ſozte of people, 
as J {ated befoze, are by them ozdinartly troubled, and them 
lelues ledd on, to one ſhamekull ende o2 other, wheras ik there 
might bee founde ſome ſuche kinde of imploymente as this 
would bee no doubt but a greater part ol them would be with 
held, fro fallyng into ſuche vile deedes:and in ſteade thereof, 
pꝛoue greatly ſeruiceable in thoſe affaires, where thei might 
be ſo imploied. This J ſpeake of myne owne experience ha⸗ 
uyng leen diuers come ouer to the warres ol the lawe Coun⸗ 
tries, duryng my rfidence in the ſame, who here had been ve⸗ 
rie euill and idle liuers, and by ſome little continuance with 
bs , haue growne to bee verie induſtrious iu their kacultie, 
whiche I ci alſure vou, was à moꝛe painfull manerofliuing, 
then in this action is like to fall out, and withall to a purpoſe 
of farre leſſe valew, inreſpect of their perticuler recomptce, 
then with an aſſured kinde of good hope is loked fo) in this, 


Thus you lee ineuery poincte, that maie be wiſhed foz, in

a good action and voyage, there is matter and reaſon enough 
to ſatiſfie the well diſpoſed. But now to growe ſomwhat ne⸗ 
rer the quicke, and to Howe you ſame greater apparaunce, 
then hath been yet ſpoken ok touching the trade whiche is the 
onely ſubiect wherwith J do2 meane to entermeddle at this 
tyme, becauſe my addꝛeſſe hereby is cheifly to mt of ſuch like 
faculty:vou map vnderſtãde by that foloweth, the circõſtance 
ofa little diſcourle, whiche doeth concerne theſe matters ve 
rp directly, 

In the pere 153 4 James Carthier of Deepe, made his 
firſt dilcouerie ol thole partes of America, whiche lye to the 
TUleſtwardes , and as it were onthe backſide of newfounde 
land. In whiche voyage his pꝛincipall intention was to ſeeke 
out the paſſage,whiche he pzeſumed might haue been founde 
out,into the Eaſt Indian ſea,otherwile called the paſſage to 
(athayo,but this yere he went no higher, then the Illandes 
of the aſſumption in the greate Baie of S. Laurence, and ſo 
returned backeints Fraunce, | 
The next pere followyng he went with greater pꝛouiſion 
into the grand Bay againe, where he keeping the Noztherly 
choꝛe, ranne vp the greate Riuer that comes doune from Ca- 
nada and other places, vntill at laſte with his ſmall Pinaces, 
hauyng lefte his greate Shippyng by the waie, he ariued at 
Fochelaga Toune , beeyng ſiue hundzed leagues within the 
entrance of the grande Baie. In whiche trauaill he had ſpent 
ſo muche of the pere, that it was now the moneth of October, 
and there loꝛe thought it cõuenient, fo2 the better enkoꝛmyng 
hymlelk at large in this dilcouerie,to Winter it out in thoſe 
partes, which he did at a place called by himfelfholy Croſſe, 
This Winter fell out to bee a verie long and hard Winter, 
as many tymes the like happeneth with vs in theſe partes, 
and the ſauage people who foꝛ the moſte parte, make but a 
lender kinde ol pꝛouiſton, euen as it were fro hand to mouth 
fell into ſome ſcarcitie of victualles; vet did thei not refule to 
ſerue the Frenchmen, with any thyng thei had all the Wins 
ter long, albeit at ſomwhat higher pꝛices towardes the end, 
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Captaine Carleills diſcourſe 


when the neede was molke, as with our felues the like happe⸗ 
neth at luche tymes , But when the Frenche had had their 
wantes ſerued all the yere, and that as yet thei ſawe not, any 
apparance of their entended matter, whiche was the diſcoue⸗ 
rie of the paſſage , and yet imaginyng by the ſignes where⸗ 
with the willyng people, endeuoured to declare their knows 

ledge in that poinct, that ſome good matter might bee had 
krom them, ik thei might haue been well vnderſtosde, theyre: 
ſolued with themlelues, to take ſome of the ſufficienteſt men 
ok that Countrey home into Fraunce, and there to keepe thẽ 
ſo long, as that hauyng once achieued the Frenche tongue, 
thei might declare moze ſubſtancially their mynd and know- 
ledge in the laied paſſage, concludyng this to be the meane of 
leaſt charge, ok leaſt trauaile, and of leaſt hazarde. And when 
thei came to bethinke themlelues, who might bee meeteſt foꝛ 
it, thei determined to take the King, as the perſon who might 
bee beſt enfoꝛmed ol ſuche partes, as were ſomewhat remote 
from his owne Countrey , as allo that fo) the reſpect of hym, 
the people would be alwaies readie, and content to doe them 
any further leruice, when it ſhould happen them to retourne 
thether againe about the dilcouerie. Thus the pooze Ryng 
of the Countrep, with two oꝛ thiee others or his chiek compa⸗ 
nions commyng aboard the Frenche Shippes, being requi⸗ 
red thether to a bancket, was traiterouſly caried awaie into 
Fraunce, where he liued ko wer peares, and then dyed a Chiis 
ſtian there, as Theuet the Frenche Kynges Cofmographer 
doeth make mention. This outrage and iniurious dealyng, 
did put the whole countrey people into ſuche dillike with the 
Frenche, as neuer ſince thei would admit any connerſation, 


' 0) kannkiaritie with them, vntill ok late peres, the olde matter 


beginnyng to growe out of mynd, and beyng the rather dza- 
wen on by giftes of many triflyng thynges, whiche were ol 
greate value with them, thei are as J laid) within theſe two 
oꝛchzee peares content againe to admitte a traffique,whiche 
two peares ſince, was begonne with a mall Barke of thirtie 


tunnes, whole retourne was founde ſo pyofitable, as the next

pere followyng, beyng the laſt yeare,bythoſe Marchauntes, 
who meant to haue kept the trade ſecrete vnto them ſelues, 
from any others of their owne Countrey men, there was hi⸗ 
red a Shippe of fower ſcoze tunnes out of the Jle of 7er/ey, 
but not any one Mariner of that place, lauyng a Shipboye, 
This Shippe made her retourne in ſuche ſoꝛte, as that this 
yeare thei haue multiplied thꝛee Shippes to bee one of nine 
ſcoʒe tunnes, an other of an hundꝛed tunnes, and athird of fo- 
wer ſcoꝛe tunnes: whiche repoꝛte is giuen by very lubſtanci⸗ 
all and honeſt men of Ph mouth, who ſawe the ſaied Shippes 
in readineſlſe to departe on their Aopage, and were aboarde 
of ſome of them. Here is at this inſtant in the towne a man of 
Gerneſey , Lewis de Vicke : who repo2teth to haue credibly 
heard, that by this laſt yeares Uoyage the Frenchmen got 
fozeteene oʒ fifteene hundꝛed fo2 eucry one hundzed, But how 
ſoeuer it bee, it carieth good likelihoode of ſome notable pꝛo⸗ 
ſite, in alinuche as thei doe ſo greatly, and thus ſuddenly en⸗ 
creaſe the burthen and number of their Shippes this pꝛeſent 
yeare , Now, ik in ſo little as two yeares tymes this voyage 
ofthe Moꝛtherne partes bee growne to ſuche good paſſe as 
hath been declared vnto you: it is woꝛthe the thinkyng on to 
conſider what mate bee hoped foꝛ, from the Sotherne parte: 
whiche in all reaſon mate pꝛomiſe a greate deale moꝛe. And 
ſo as one who was neuer touchd with any indirect meanyng, 
J pꝛelume to wiſhe and perl wade you to ſome better takyng 
of this matter to harte, as a thing which J doe verely thinke 
wil turne to your greater and moze aſſured commoditie, then 
vou receiue by any other Uoyage , as yet frequented of ſs 
hoxteandſafe a courſe as thishath:dealyngherein no other⸗ 
wiſe with you fo? pour ſeueral ſmal ſommes, chen J doe with 
my ſelf, bothe foꝛ moze of myne owne, then is required of any 
one of vou: beſides the hazard and trauell of my perſon, and 
the total imployment ok my pooꝛe credite,whiche(J thanke 
God) hathhethertopaſſed clere and vuſpotced in mat⸗ 
ters ok greater impoztaunce and difficultie, then is 
like to fall out in this betweene you and mee.
